True, the new Marquis of North- 
ampton has not yet conferred on Clerkenwell a 
Palace of Delight such as Angela Messenger 
conjured up for the East- End in the above- 
named romance—realised shortly afterwards in 
the People’s Palace at Miie End. But, with 
increased wealth and power, the noble Marquis 
may yet confer that crowning boon on the 
populous district from which he will now draw so 
many thousands per annum in the form of rents. 
Property has its duties as well as its rights and 
privileges. And it is a standin wonder that, 
considering the enormous revenues the Duke of 
Bedford, Duke of Westminster, and other noble- 
men draw from the great London parishes of 
which they are virtually the princes, Palaces 
of Recreation do not abound in our midst to 
provide cheap and wholesome amusement for 
the army of toilers, and bring about that con- 
tentment and happiness which hard workers are 
justly entitled to.

Mr. Forbes Robertson’s Hamlet 

is his masterpiece. The pen-and-ink sketch of 
a sympathetic P.I.P. Artist faithfully traces the 
thoughtful features of the clear-voiced, intel- 
lectunl Hamlet, and presents a good idea of this 
sterling actor’s powerful impersonation, which 
on Saturday night last evoked the enthusiasm of 
the large audience that filled the Lyceum. Whilst 
Sir Henry Irving himself has been shining in fine 
suburban theatres at Stratford and Camberwell, 
he has had a most worthy deputy-manager at 
the Lyceum in Mr. Forbes Robertson, who has 
in this remarkably good representation of~ the 
complex and difficult character of Hamiet at 
length realised the high promise he showed 
as Buckingham and as Romeo on the same 
stage. Granted that I would rather he 
had shown in his great scene with Ophelia 
some of that loving tenderness which Sir Henry 
Irving displayed at this point. Still, Mr. 
Forbes Robertson’s Hamlet was consistent. It 
was a Hamlct who subordinated everything, love 
itself, to the fixed resolve to avenge his father’s 
murder. With fine, nervous action, and with a 
naturalness his previously somewhat cold style

Take it for all 
in all, the new Lyeeum “Hamlet,” with its new 
impressive ending, will delight all lovers of 
Shakspere. 
La Perichole ” 

was not produced on the London stage until 
years after it was seen in Paris, owing to the 
objectionable nature of the original plot. 
Happily, this is modified in the English 
version given at the Garrick, with pretty, dulcet 
Florence St. John as the heroine. It was first 
performed in London, at the Princess’s, by a 
French Comic Opera Company, on June 27, 
1870. The earliest English version was produced 
at the Royalty in March 1875, with the late chic 
and clever Selina Dolaro as La Périchole. That 
gifted artiste toned down the libretto, and sang 
a ballad, in which La Périchole is supposed to be 
tipsy, in French, to avoid offence. Fred Sullivan, 
brother of Sir Arthur, the famous composer, was 
in the cast. Poor fellow! He died through 
being put in damp sheets at a country hotel 
soon after his great success as the Judge in 
“ Trial by Jury.” The story of *‘ La Périchole *’ 
could not be told in detail in an English paper. 
Just a few hints of the original must suffice. 
A naughty old Viceroy is smitten by the 
charms of the street-singer, La Périchole, 
and tempts her to his palace. But it is against 
the law for a lady to enter the Palace unless 
married. La Périchole is engaged to Piquillo, 
and the Viceroy makes the couple and their 
friends intoxicated ; and, in that condition, the 
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wedding takes place, the heroine, however, 
quitting her lover for the Viceroy. Objection- 
able as the subject is, even when subdued in an 
English libretto, 
The Music of Offenbach 

is simply exquisite. Miss Florence St. John 
tones down incidents which in less. competent 
hands would be highly objectionable. Two 
favourite stage humorists, 
and Mr. Fred Kaye, were amusing as Don 
Andres and Don Pedro; Miss Emmie Owen was 
charmingly vivacious as Anita ; and Mr. Richard 
Clarke made a good Piquillo. 


“The White Heather ”’ 


has an auspicious signification which everyone 
who admires an indomitable hard-worker of 
great ability, talent, and experi nce must hope 
may be realised by Mr. Arthur Collins as the 
legitimate successor of Sir Augustus Harris at 
Drury Lane Theatre. For many years the right- 
hand man and adroit Stage- Manager of Augustus 
Druriolanus, Mr. Collins has made a very good 
start indeed on his own account in his beauti- 
fully renovated playhouse with the splendidly 
mounted new modern drama of ‘The White 
Heather,” by Mr. Cecil Raleigh and Mr. Henry 
Hamilton. ‘* The White Heather’’ is the name 
of a yacht that sinks off the Bass Rock, with 
documents on board having great influence on 
the fortunes of the heroine, to whom the hero 
has given a sprig of White Heather, which is 
supposed to bring good luck to the wearer. 
Seven years before the play opens, a vicious noble- 
man, Lord Angus Cameron, had contracted a 
Scottish marriage on board this yacht with sweet 
Kate Rorke. Being hard up, he determines to 
repudiate the marriage in order to marry a rich 
woman. Poor Kate Rorke loses her case in the 
law courts for want of a conclusive proof. 
Befriended by Captain Gay, by the timely help 
of an old servant she eventually regains the lost 
proof from the wreck of the sunken yacht, but 
the faithful retainer has a severe struggle for 
it first with his rival diver, Lord Angus 
Cameron. This is the plot in brief. The 
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scenes of a Scottish moor, and a panic at the 
Stock Exchange, Boulter’s Lock, the Wreck, and 
the Fancy-Dress Ball are wonderfully realistic ; 
the acting being also remarkably effective. 
The dresses in the brilliant scene reproducing 
the Duchess of Devonshire’s famous Fancy Dress 
Ball cost thousands, some of the fair wearers 
having made stringent terms for the rich and 
novel costumes worn on that occasion. That in 
which the Prince of Wales appeared has been 
copied exactly by permission of H.R.H., who 
expresscd himself highly satisfied with the 
handsome and suitable costume M. Charles Alias 
made for him. I shall have another opportunity 
of dwelling on the merits of ‘‘The White 
Heather.” Meantime, the bill of the play may

though for the accommodation of visitors, asit is somewhat 
inaccessible, the guides sometimes point out as the “ raal

Hound Puppies. 


UST about now the farmers and 
other people who have room, con- 
venience, and inclination, will be 
having sent to them from the 
kennels the puppy they are willing 
to “walk” for the next six or 
nine months. Hound puppies are 
tiresome animals simply to some 
people. To those who will take an 
Interest, and who are willing to 
lay themselves out for it, much 
pleasure and enjoyment may be 
gained, and a great insight into 
hound instinct may be got by 
rearing a hound puppy. It is 
worth while doing this even for 
the sake of the reputations to be 

gained, and the handsome prizes to be won, by the most 

successful rearers—at least, it is to some people. I reared 

for a pack of harriers last season, and I must say that I 

learned a t deal from and by the pup I was successful 

in winning a prize pig with. The pup was a dog. I chose 
him m-vself at the kennels from three of the latest litters of

the year, so I had a trifle the worst of the handicap to begin 


with. He was a big-boned pup, and far from being either 
handsome or gan | when I took him home. I began to 
study the best feed for building up his frame upon. I 
settled on brown bread and milk and oatmeal porridge for 
his two daily feeds, and he had no other for several weeks. 
Later on I substituted broth and house scraps, such as soft 
bones, meat trimmings, and dinner-table fragments for his 
evening feed, with a portion of a dog-biscuit broken up and 
moistened with the broth; and I gavo the oatmeal porridge 
with skim milk for the morning feed. This feeding I here 
recommend as most suitable. His house was a roomy 
wooden box inside a small enclosure covered overhead to 
keep out the rain. His bed was the dry board bottom of 
the box with a handful of dry bracken. The enclosure was 
well cleaned out and freshly dusted with dry ashes daily. 
He was allowed the run of the place for exercise every 
afternoon. At the same time I reared a Basset hound pup 
and a young collie. Of the three the Basset was the most 
interesting to visitors, and like the harrier it soon began to 
display remarkable powers of scent. ‘Is the Basset: really 
a hunting dog?” queried one of my readers recently. 
Indeed it is! To have seen the way the pup of that breed 
above referred to could take up and follow the scent of the 
other hound when he ran ahead after anybody on foot or 
on horseback would have been a real treat. It was slow, 
but unerring. It would be sure to “ get there’’ in time.

The Price of Wheat. 


Perhaps I can throw some light on the present puzzle, 
and let farmers see whether it is not worth while sowing 
some good breadths of wheat this autumn. We, in this 
country, need at present 22,000,000 quarters of wheat from 
abroad. We have been getting three or four million 
hundredweights annually from Argentina, British India, 
and Australasia. The supply from these countries has 
fallen away quite three-fo s, or to below one million 
hundredweight. Our former! big supplies from Russia 
are no longer forthcoming. India, owing to famine, will 
send us very little. On the other hand, France is becoming 
as dependent on foreign wheat as we are. This causes us 
to look to America and Canada for our future supply. 
American statisties—not very reliable ones, I fear—show 
their yield this year to be below sixty-seven million 
bushels, or less uA one-third than that of any previous 
year! Canada is thus left with a good pull at the markets, 
and is causing American wheat speculators to get nervous 
and excitable as to how long she can and will hold back in 
the hope of a higher price. Wheat in English markets is 
going up, four central country markets averaging it at 
37s. early this September. It appears to me that wheat 
will touch and probably keep up to 40s., or nearly, for 
perhaps six or even twelve months, and that it will not 
again for years fall much below 30s. per quarter. 


-. Filmy Ferns and Fuchsias. 

Filmy ferns go well together with fuchsias, but there the 
co-operation between ceases. If a “Lady Reader” who 
admires them both is trying to grow them under the same 
conditions she will fail. ow can a plant that makes such 
a liberal display of bloom as the fuchsia does do itin a close 
moisture-laden atmosphere such as is suitable for the filmy 
ferns? No; your house suits fuchsias, and I would grow 
them and do them well ; and just during spring, the natural 
growing period, I would have a few maidenhair and pteri, 
and similar ferns, that like a ‘‘ propagating ’’ atmosphere, 
in the same structure, because there at that period the fern 
would be quite at home. A fuchsia show is always an 


admirable one, and I know of no flowering plant that is so |. 


effectively graceful for hall or room decorating. You may 
propagate now by cutting back plants that are in active 
growth and keeping them in moist heat to get cuttings. 
The cuttings will strike and grow on freely in the same 
atmosphere, and you can get them on into small pots and

. Oscar II., King of Sweden and Norway, who 


| 18 just celebrating his fortieth year of married happi- 


ness, is a great-grandson of 
Marshal Bernadotte, the 
famous General of 
Napoleon I., who made him 
King of Sweden. Berna- 
dotte was astute enough to 
desert the fortunes of the 
Emperor when they were 
sinking, and retained his 
kingdom. King Oscar 
ascended the throne in 1872. 
He is a poet, a scholar, a 
Freemason, and a yachts- 
man, it being his custom to 
visit his various ports in his 
steam-yacht quite without 
formalities. One of his 
greatest anxieties has been 
the agitation, which has 
sprung up of late years in 
Norway, not only for Home 
Rule—which it has—but for 
a foreign and consular ser- 
vice independent of Sweden. 
The two leading Norwegian 
Ms authors -LOLA and 
Bjirnson—are both supporters of the popular party, and 
the latter has quarrelled bitterly with King Oscar on the 
subject. When Dr. Nansen returned there was some 
hesitation about his reception by the King, for he, too, is a 
strong Norwegian Radical. The idea prevails that the 
Andrée Expedition was patronised by the King in opposi- 
tion to Nansen. Andrée is a Swede. 


The First Severe Fight of the Indian Hill 
Campaign took place early last Sunday morning. 
According to the Simla representative of the Central News, 
General Yeatman Biggs and the entire force under his 
command moved on Saturday last along the Samana Range 
with « view to preventing the great tribal gathering of the 
Afridis and the Orakzais in the Khanki Valley from attack- 
ing Shanhu Khel. In the afternoon the enemy were dis- 
covered in great strength, their numbers being computed at 
11,000. It was too late then to deliver an attack, and the 
force camped on the ground. During the night, however, 
the enemy doubled on the British force, and in the earl 
hours of Sunday morning delivered a resolute attac 
on General Yeatman Biggs’s rear-guard. The plan of 
the Afridi leader was excellently conceived, but the 
British force was ready for his rush, and the attempt 
to surprise the camp failed. A stiff fight, however, 
ensued. The tribesmen fought with determination. 
They lost heavily, and ultimately fell back. At one 
point a company of the 2nd Gurkhas, under Captain 
Robinson, was surrounded and almost cut off, until ten 
men of the 3rd Gurkhas came back and charged, the enemy 
firing continuous, steady volleys. The behaviour both of 
the 2nd and 3rd Gurkhas was excellent under most tryin 
conditions, and their fire discipline was very good indeed 
The 8rd Gurkhas rushed two positions, which were strongly 
held by the enemy, who did not remain to face the bayonet. 
Captain Robinson was hit in the arm by a spent bullet, and 
tive men had their clothes torn by bullets. Our casualties 
were six Sepoys killed of the 2nd and 3rd Gurkhas and 
the 2nd Punjab Infantry. We next heard that the 
enemy had ea the post of Saraghari and killed the 
garrison of Sikhs, which made a gallant resistance. One 
Sikh defended the guard-room single-handed, killing 
twenty men, and was finally burnt alive at his post. The 
signaller kept up communication to the last, when the fort 
fell, at 4.30, and it is reported that he was spared by the 
enemy. Forts Lockhart and Cavagnari were both besieged. 
Full accounts have been received of the attack on General 
Yeatman Biggs’s rear-guard, when the enemy were repulsed 
after hard fighting. The force returned to Hangu. The 
Northern Brigades of the Mohmand Expedition are advan-

started. 


The Fall of Berber.—The news of the evacuation of 
Berber by the Mahdi’s followers is regarded as clear 
evidence that he feels his weakness, for Berber is really the 
key of the Upper Nile. It stands on the western side of 
the great bend which the Nile makes at Old Dongola, and 
is within easy reach of Suakim on the Red Sea. At Old 
Dongola (or rather at Korti) there are two routes to the 
south. One is to follow the great bend of the Nile west- 
ward past Abu Hamed and Berber; the other is to 


cut across the Bayuda Desert, a waterless waste with 
a few oases, to Metammeh, where the Nile comes 
westward again. On this route our troops travelled ten 
years ago, and here was fought the battle of Abu Klica. 
This time we are advancing by the slower, but safer and 
healthier route along the Nile, and Colonel Hunter las 
already left Abu Hamed with four gun-boats to secure 
Berber, which is now held by friendly tribesmen. Thus we 
are gradually approaching Khartoum itself, and the final 
conflict must be nearing. The Jaalins, smarting under 
their recent defeat, are now harassing the Dervish garrison 
at Metemmeh. The latter have learnt of the fall of Abu 
Hamed and Berber. 


Sir Herbert Kitchener has Left Merawi for 
the Front, leaving that camp strongly garrisoned. 
Above Abu Hamed there are now five gun-boats, and 
garrisons occupy allthe principal points along the Nile. 


General Hunter Despatched Two Gun-boats 
to pursue the Dervishes who were retreating from Berber. 
They overtook the enemy at Ed Damer, south of the At} arn 
River. Some shots were fired, and the Dervishes fled into 
the desert, abandoning fourteen boats laden with stores, 
which have been brought to Berber. Osman Digna is 
reported to be on the banks of the Atbara River. One 
hundred and sixty-five miles of railway have now been 
completed. Captain Prince Francis of Teck has been ap- 
pointed cavalry staff officer. . 


The ist Battalion of the Cameron High- 
landers is to leave Gibraltar for Egypt by the Smia 
on Oct. 4, on being relieved by the ist Grenadier Guards 
from home, and on the arrival of the Camerons the 
1st North Staffordshire, now in Egypt, will go by the Sim/a 
to India for service in the Punjab. The ist Royal Irish 
Fusiliers, now in Burma, are, at the end of the year, to be 
moved to Egypt, taking the place of the 1st Lincolnshire, 
going to Bombay. 


The Cubans Have Captured the Town of 
Victoria de Las Tunas, which was defended by five 
forts and two Krupp guns. The Cubans took the whole 
of the garrison prisoners, and there is much anxiety in 
Madrid over the news. As the insurgents now hold a 
fortified town, they fulfil one of the conditions whicii, 
according to ex-President Cleveland, are inseparable from 
their recognition by the United States, and this may give

rise to a very delicate complication. An event like this 
will tend considerably to strengthen the hands of General 
Woodford, whose mission from Washington to Madrid is 
known to take very much the form of a menace. Victoria 
de Las Tunas is a town of some importance in the eastern 
part of Cuba and on the central road which runs through the 
island. Advices from Havana state that the “rebels ” have 
obtained a further success at Consolacion del Sur, in the 
province of Pinar del Rio. The ‘rebel’ forces captured 
the town, which was garrisoned by a force of about two 
hundred, all of whom were slain. A military -train has 
been wrecked in Pinar del Rio by the ** insurgents.” Seven 
Spanish soldiers were killed and fifteen injured. x 


Senor Domingo Mendez Capote, a well-known 
lawyer and business man of Havana, has been- elected 
President of the Cuban insurgent Republic. 


Madame Sarah Bernhardt’s Latest Sensa- 


tion.—We are informed by the Paris Correspondent of 
the Daily News that Madame Sarah Bernhardt and her 
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friend the Marquis d’ Haraucourt have had a narrow escape 
of being killed in a cliff slide at Belle Isle. The venture- 
some spirit of the former was the cause of the accident. 
She would descend a steep cliff, but after she had 
gone down a little distance, she found she could neither 
advance nor retire. What rendered her position more 
critical was that the rock on which she stood felt loose, and 
a vertigo seized her. At the foot was the rude and rocky 
bed of the sea, from which the tide had gone out. She 
cried to M. d’Haraucourt, who was some distance from the 
cliff, bathing. He fortunately heard her, and rushed just 
as he was to rescue her. He was able to climb to where 
she was, and was helping her down, when the earth above 
them began to slip. A block of rock grazed Sarah Bernhardt, 
tearing her body, and dragging bo'h..down in its fall. 
M. d? ucourt, however, waseable to hold on to the 
brambles for a few seconds at different points of the cliff. 
This broke the violence of their forced descent. He came 
first on the rocky sea-bed, and was severely torn and 
bruised. Sarah Bernhardt fell on him, and thus was not 
so badly hurt.

He was 
rescued by an ice bargeman, who, aft r hauling him on 
board, landed him near the bridge, where he was taken 
charge of by the police, who conveyed him to St. Thomas’s 
Hospital. 


Colonel Warburton Wantod in India.—Regret 
is expressed that our troops on the Indian frontier do not 
possess the presence of 
Colonel Warburton. The 
Pall Mall Gazette voices the 
opinions of army men at 
home when it says: “The 
sooner the Indian Govern- 
ment re-enlists the services 
of Colonel Robert Warbur- 
ton, C.S.I., the better. Under 
the operation of the fifty-five 
years rule, he was in Jul 
gazetted out of the Punja 
Commission, in which he had 
served for twenty - seven 
years, of which eighteen were 
spent as Political Officer in - 
the Khyber. It is no exag- 
geration to say that he was 
the autocrat of the situation 
there, and that travelling 
along the pass was made 
safe by his influence and 
authority with the adjacent 
tribes and their headmen. 
All the tribesmen knew that 
any grievances or complaints 
they had to present would be 
patiently heard, though they 
were equally well aware that he would stand no nonsense, 
and eould hit swiftly and hard if they misbehaved. This is 
the man that the Government of India has lost at a most 
critical and crucial moment, and when his services would 
have been invaluable. It is rumoured that he has been 
asked to return to the scene of his successful labours in a 
special capacity, and it is devoutly to be hoped that the 
rumour is correct.”

Betting - House Case at Covent Garden: 
Heavy Penalties.—On Sept. 10, at Bow Street Police 
Court, William Adams Dowling, Frederick Herbert, and 
Henry Smith were charged, on remand, with keeping and 
assisting to keep a betting-house at 15, Tavistock Street, 
Covent Garden. Mr. Musket (Wontner and Sons) prose- 
cuted on behalf of the police, Mr. W. D. Smythe appeared 
for the defendant Dowling (who now pleaded guilty), and 
Mr. Strong, barrister, represented the other defendants. 
Mr. Strong urged, on behalf of Herbert and Smith, that 
they were simply Mr. Dowling’s clerks. He added that 
Herbert was a married man with a large family. Mr. 
Lushington ordered. Mr. Dowling to pay fines on the 
various summonses amounting to £300, and £10 10s. costs. 
The other defendants were ordered to pay £30 10s. cach. 
The fines, which amounted to £371 10s., were at once paid. 


Deplorable Labour Fight in the United 
States.—The miners who are on strike near Coleraine in 
the State of Pennsylvania, marched to another district on 
Sept. 10, in order to induce the men there to join them. On 
the way they met the Sheriff and an armed body of 
| Deputies. The official called upon the men to disperse, 
| and, after an altercation, he ordered his assistants to fire. 
| They did so, with the result that twenty-one mcn were 
killed on the spot, and forty wounded. 


Several Cycling Fatalities Occurred on Satur- 
day last; and the summary of them given by the Standard 
is pregnant with warnings for votaries of the wheel carried 
away by their enthusiastic devotion to cycling. Dr. Stephens, 
of Whittingham Asylum, near Blackburn, was thrown from 
his bicyele, and died soon after from concussion of the 
brain. Isaac Haigh, while riding at Sparkhill, Birming- 
ham, fell heavily, his chin striking a stone, and death 
ensued soon afterwards. He leaves a widow and two 
children. Charles Cook, coachman tothe Dowager Countess 
of Kintore, lost control of his machine, and was thrown 
into the Cairnwell Burn, near Braemar, and was picked 
up dead. He leaves a widow and six children. Walter 
Whittaker was fatally injured during a race at Putney, and 
died in the evening. 

A Shocking Crime was Committed in Kilburn 
last Saturday, a platelayer named James Harris, living in 
Palmerston killing his wife by nearly severing her 
head from her body, injuring his two young children with a 
chopper, and then endeavouring to commit suicide by 
cutting his throat. Harris is lying in the University

The Enfield Shooting Affair.—At Enfield on 
Monday, George Marlow Pratt, an actor, was charged on 
vemand with causing the 
leath of Frederick Grant 
Loekyer, an artificial 
flower - maker, who was 
killed on the 5th inst. by a 
bullet-wound in the back. 
Inspector Dowty said he 
was instructed by the 
Treasury not to offer any 
further evidence at present, 
but to ask for a remand. 
Counsel for the accused, 
who pleads that the revolver 
went off accidentally, asked 
that bail might be allowed, 
but this was refused. The 
prisoner was further re- 
manded. It was alleged at 
the inquest that Mr. Pratt 
was a very intimate friend 
of both Mr. and Mrs.
